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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  summer  school  for  1968  will  operate  in  one  session  of 
two  terms  of  five  weeks  each.  Students  may  take  two  courses 
each  term,  and  one  physical  activities  course  in  either  the  first 
or  second  term.  Ordinarily  thirteen  semester  hours  may  be  earned. 

No  changes  in  schedule  will  be  permitted  after  the  close  of 
classes  on  Wednesday  of  the  first  week  of  each  term.  In  every 
case  such  changes  will  require  the  Dean's  approval,  and  a  fee  of 
$2.00  will  be  charged. 

College  facilities  will  be  available  only  to  students  registered 
for  not  less  than  four  semester  hours  of  work. 

The  residence  halls  will  be  available  only  to  students  enrolled 
for  not  less  than  four  semester  hours  of  work. 

Neither  academic  probation  nor  suspension  may  be  removed 
by  credit  earned  in  workshops  or  institutes. 

All  college  regulations  which  apply  to  students  during  the 
regular  academic  year,  with  exceptions  noted  above,  will  apply 
to  the  summer  session. 

Class  Attendance  Regulations 

Freshmen,  sophomores,  and  those  on  scholastic  probation  will 
be  subject  to  the  following  regulations:  Any  freshman  or  sopho- 
more who  has  four  unauthorized  absences  during  a  term  will 
automatically  be  dropped  from  the  class  with  a  grade  of  F.  A 
total  in  all  classes  of  eight  unauthorized  absences  will  mean  that 
the  student  may  be  dropped  from  school.  When  a  student  on 
scholastic  probation  has  two  unauthorized  absences,  he  is  dropped 
from  the  class  with  a  grade  of  F. 

Absences  will  be  recorded  for  juniors  and  seniors  but  the 
only  regulation  that  will  apply  to  them  is:  when  such  student 
misses  one-sixth  of  the  classes  given  in  any  course,  he  must  have 
special  permission  from  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  take  the  final 
examination. 

Admission  and   Room   Reservation 

All  students  who  plan  to  attend  and  who  are  not  now  at- 
tending the  regular  session  should  fill  in  the  blank  on  the  back 
cover  of  this  bulletin  and  return  it  to  the  Director  of  Admissions 
requesting  a  regular  application  form.  All  others  will  simply  pay 
the  usual  deposit  at  the  time  designated. 

A  student  who  is  attending  another  college  and  plans  to 
be  here  for  the  summer  school  only  should  have  a  statement  of 
good  standing  sent  from  that  college  to  the  Director  of  Admis- 
sions of  Alabama  College  at  least  a  week  prior  to  the  opening 
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date  of  summer  school.  No  transfer  student  may  be  admitted 
until  an  official  transcript  from  the  institution  from  which  he  is 
transferring  has  been  received  and  approved. 


Registration 

Registration  for  the  first  term  will  be  held  Monday,  June 
10,  and  registration  for  the  second  term  will  be  held  Monday, 
July  15.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enroll  after  the  begin- 
ning of  classes  without  special  permission  of  the  Dean  of  the 
College.  If  such  permission  is  granted,  a  late  registration  fee  will 
be  charged.

It  should  be  noted  that  no  additional  laboratory,  activity,  or 
other  special  fees  are  charged,  except  for  private  music  lessons 
and  musical  instruments  as  indicated  by  catalog  sections  dealing 
with  music  programs.  This  system  of  summary  charges  is  used  by 
Alabama  College  because  it  presents  accurately  the  charges  made 
to  students.  This  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering 
cost  comparisons  where  varied  and  special  charges  are  made. 

When  a  student  registers  for  less  than  five  hours,  he  will 
be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $12.50  per  semester  hour,  with  a  min- 
imum charge  of  $25.00. 

Music  fees: 

Applied  music  carries  the  college  fee  plus  a  charge  of  $24.00 
for  each  term. 

Charges  for  children: 

Children  living  in  the  dormitory  with  their  parent  or  parents 
will  be  charged  as  follows: 


*  Charges  are  based  on  two  occupants  in  a  room.  An  additional  charge  will 

be  made  when  a  student  occupies  a  room  to  himself.   An  additional  charge  of 

$10.00  per  person  per  term  will  be  made  for  occupancy  of  an  air-conditioned 

residence  hall.   This   applies  to  men  students   and  to  family   groups   who   might 

wish  to   occupy  one   of   the   air-conditioned   residence   halls.    These   charges    are 

based  on  the  assumption  that  students  bring  their  own  linens. 
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Any  child  under  eight  years  of  age  will  pay  one-half  of 
room  and  board.  A  child  of  eight  years  of  age  and  under 
twelve  years  of  age  will  pay  two-thirds  of  the  regular  rate 
for  room  and  board.  Any  child  twelve  and  over  will  pay  full 
price  for  room  and  board. 

For  cost  of  attending  the  elementary  or  high  school  see  pages 
7  and  16. 

For  cost  of  attendance  for  special  workshops  and  institutes 
listed  on  pages  7-9  to  be  held  during  the  summer  school,  write 
to  the  director  of  the  workshop  or  institute  in  which  you  are  in- 
terested. The  charges  will  include  tuition,  room,  board,  and  medi- 
cal services.  The  participant  will  provide  his  oivn  bed  linens  and 
towels. 

Housing  Facilities  and  Board  for  Adults  and  Children 

Room  and  meals  on  the  College  campus  will  be  available 
for  men,  women,  and  for  families. 

Married  students  and  graduate  students  may  secure  room, 
board,  or  facilities  for  light  housekeeping  in  many  homes  and 
apartment  houses  in  the  town  of  Montevallo  at  reasonable  rates. 

Refund  of  Fees 

No  fees  except  those  for  room  and  board  will  be  refunded 
to  those  students  who  withdraw  after  completing  their  registra- 
tion for  a  summer  school  term, 

A  student  who  withdraws  before  completion  of  a  term  is 
charged  $4.00  per  day  for  room  and  board  from  the  opening 
of  the  term  until  notice  of  his  withdrawal  is  received  by  either 
the  Dean  of  Men  or  Dean  of  Women. 

COURSES  OFFERED 

Courses  are  offered  in  art,  biology,  business  administration, 
chemistry,  economics,  education,  English,  geography,  geology, 
history,  home  economics,  mathematics,  music,  philosophy,  physical 
education,  physics,  political  science,  psychology,  religion,  sociol- 
ogy, and  speech. 

Introduction   of  New  Courses  and   Elimination 
of  Announced  Courses 

The  right  is  reserved  to  introduce  new  courses  for  which 
there  is  adequate  demand  and  to  eliminate  courses  for  which  the 
enrollment  is  insufficient.  Ten  students  per  class  is  the  minimum 
enrollment  except  in  special  cases. 
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Teachers  Certificates 

Requirements  for  the  issuance  and  reinstatement  of  the 
several  types  of  Alabama  teachers  certificates  may  be  met  by 
work  completed  in  summer  school.  Those  interested  in  securing 
a  certificate  through  summer  school  work  at  Alabama  College 
may  obtain  full  information  from  the  Summer  School  Director. 
Those  interested  in  reinstating  a  certificate  are  requested  to  bring 
their  old  one  with  them. 

THE  GRADUATE  DIVISION 

Alabama  College  offers  a  program  of  graduate  study  in 
elementary  and  secondary  education  with  majors  in  the  follow- 
ing fields:  American  studies,  biology,  counselling  and  guidance, 
education,  English,  general  science,  home  economics,  history, 
mathematics-physics,  physical  education,  psychology,  speech  and 
speech  correction.  This  program  leads  to  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts  in  Teaching. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  Division  is  based  on  a  C+  aver- 
age on  undergraduate  work,  and/or  a  satisfactory  score  on  the 
Graduate  Record  Examination.  The  Aptitude  and  Area  Tests  are 
required.  Graduate  Record  Examinations  are  given  several  times 
each  year  in  Alabama.  Those  entering  the  Division  before  the 
Graduate  Record  Examinations  scores  are  available  will  be  ad- 
mitted on  a  tentative  basis  only.  Undergraduate  credit  only  will 
be  granted  for  courses  when  admission  requirements  are  not  met. 

The  Graduate  Record  Examinations  for  admission  for  those 
working  towards  a  degree  will  be  given  on  the  campus  on  June 
10  and  11.  Examinations  are  required  of  all  applicants  who  enroll 
for  work  towards  the  degree.  A  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged, 

and  applicants  will  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  only  upon 
presentation  of  a  receipt  from  the  Business  Office. 

Those  desiring  to  begin  graduate  work  this  summer  should 

write  for  the  graduate  bulletin  and  for  an  application  blank  to 
enter  the  graduate  program.  It  is  important  to  complete  the  ap- 
plication and  return  it  to  the  Director  of  Admissions,  and  have 
official  transcripts  of  all  undergraduate  credits  sent  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  summer  session. 

In  the  description  of  courses  given  in  this  bulletin  to  be. 
offered  this  summer,  courses  numbered  300  and  400  which  are 
marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  are  open  to  both  graduate  and  un- 
dergraduate students  and  will  carry  undergraduate  or  graduate 
credit.  Courses  numbered  500  are  open  only  to  graduate  students 
and  will  carry  only  graduate  credit. 
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Pupils  Eligible  for  Montevalfo  Public  Schools  — 
Costs  —  Living   Arrangements 

A  limited  number  of  pupils  from  outside  the  town  of  Mon- 
tevallo  can  be  accepted  in  both  the  elementary  and  the  high 
school.  Pupils  of  parents  attending  summer  school  at  Alabama 
College  will  be  given  preference  in  attending  these  schools.  Ele- 
mentary school  pupils  will  be  charged  a  registration  fee  of  $15.00, 
and  pupils  In  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  will  pay  regis- 
tration fees  of  $20.00  and  $25.00  respectively.  Pupils  may  live 
with  parents  in  a  college  dormitory  or  make  living  arrange- 
ments In  town.  For  dormitory  costs,  see  pages  4  and  5. 

WORKSHOP  IN   CREATIVE   DRAMATICS 
June  10-15 

College,  state,  and  national  authorities  will  lecture  and  dem- 
onstrate principles  and  techniques.  Open  to  classroom  teachers, 
directors  and  sponsors  of  theatre  for  young  people,  and  others 
who  may  be  interested.  May  be  audited  or  taken  for  undergrad- 
uate or  graduate  credit.  (Speech  351,  3  hours) 

WORKSHOP  IN  THE  TEACHING  OF  READING 
First:  June  10-22;  Second:  July  1-13 

With  emphasis  on  phonics,  attention  is  given  to  the  selec- 
tion and  effective  use  of  instructional  material  and  to  the  solu- 
tion of  problems  encountered  in  teaching  reading.  The  work- 
shop meets  daily  except  Sunday  from  8:00  a.m.  to  noon  on  the 
dates  listed  above.  May  be  audited  or  taken  for  undergraduate 
or  graduate  credit.  (Education  402,  3  hours) 

WORKSHOP  IN  TESTING  FOR  SPEECH  AND 
HEARING  DISORDERS 

July  15-20 

Lecture,  demonstration  and  supervised  class  participation. 
Examinations  of  speech  and  hearing  defects  with  emphasis  on 
methods  of  screening  and  testing  available  to  the  non-specialist 
in  speech  therapy,  and  criteria  for  referral  and  follow-up  pro- 
cedures. Course  is  designed  for  classroom  teachers,  public  health 
and  social  work  personnel,  and  others.  May  be  audited  or  taken 
for  undergraduate  or  graduate  credit.   (Speech  371,  3  hours) 
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WORKSHOP  IN  CREATIVE  ARTS  FOR 
CLASSROOM   TEACHERS 

July  15-27 

This  workshop  is  designed  to  help  classroom  teachers  with 
the  development  of  creative  thinking  processes  during  their  plan- 
ning for  teaching  and  during  their  development  of  such  pro- 
cesses in  students.  The  workshop  will  give  consideration  to  the 
total  school  program  with  special  emphasis  on  creative  arts  and 
the  improvement  of  thinking  skills,  such  as:  perceiving,  imagin- 
ing, redefining,  predicting,  judging,  developing  fluency,  elaborat- 
ing and  evaluating. 

Participants  will  be  involved  in  creative  activities,  discussion 
groups,  laboratory  sessions  and  lectures.  Hours  will  be  from  8:00 
to  3:00  Monday  through  Saturday  for  two  weeks.  May  be  audited 
or  taken  for  undergraduate  or  graduate  credit.  (Education  482, 
3  hours) 

WORKSHOP   EN   MODERN   MATHEMATICS   FOR 
ELEMENTARY  TEACHERS 

July  15-27 

A  two-week  workshop  offered  by  the  Education  and  Mathe- 
matics departments  which  will  be  concerned  with  the  content  of 
modern  mathematics  and  with  materials  and  methods  for  teach- 
ing such  mathematics  in  the  elementary  school.  Participants  will 
be  involved  in  lectures,  discussion  groups,  and  laboratory  ses- 
sessions.  Their  number  will  be  limited  to  thirty.  Hours  are  8:00 
to  4:00  daily  except  Sunday.  May  be  audited  or  taken  for  under- 
graduate or  graduate  credit.   (Education  405,  3  hours) 


WORKSHOP  IN  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  FOR 
ELEMENTARY  TEACHERS 

July  15-26 

This  workshop  is  designed  to  provide  the  elementary  school 
classroom  teacher  with  skill  and  techniques  for  the  implementa- 
tion of  the  elementary  school  Physical  Education  Program  grade 
1-6.  Sponsored  by  the  Alabama  State  Department  of  education  in 
cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Health,  Physical  Education 
and  Recreation  of  Alabama  College,  and  financed  with  funds 
from  Title  I,  P.  H.  89-10,  the  workshop  will  give  consideration 
to  the  total  elementary  schood  program  emphasizing  integration 
of  subject  matter  with  special  emphasis  devoted  to  physical  edu- 
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cation.  Alabama  College  faculty,  specialists  and  consultants  will 
provide  leadership  and  direction  for  the  clinic.  May  be  audited 
or  taken  for  undergraduate  or  graduate  credit.  (Physical  Educa-

WORKSHOP   IN   AUDIO-VISUAL   MATERIALS 
July  29-Augusf  10 

The  purpose  is  to  provide  teachers  and  prospective  teachers 
with  an  understanding  of  the  scope  of  audio-visual  materials 
and  their  place  in  the  learning  process,  and  with  techniques  for 
utilizing  these  materials.  Laboratory  experiences  will  be  provided 
in  the  operation  of  equipment,  the  production  of  materials,  and 
the  selection  and  evaluation  of  commercially  prepared  materials, 
including  education  television.  May  be  audited  or  taken  for  un- 
dergraduate or  graduate  credit.  (Education  400,  3  hours) 

WORKSHOP  IN  DEVELOPING  CREATIVITY 

July  29-August  9 

Workshop  will  demonstrate  the  use  of  the  out-of-doors  as  a 
creative  laboratory.  To  be  held  on  the  Alabama  College  campus 
and  sponsored  by  the  Alabama  State  Department  of  Education 
in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Health,  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Recreation  and  financed  with  funds  from  Title  I,  P.  H. 
89-10.  Workshop  will  be  presented  on  an  interdisciplinary  basis 
designed  to  provide  insight  and  experience  for  teachers,  super- 
visors, and  specialists.  Emphasis  will  be  on  the  contribution  to 
the  development  of  individual  creativity.  Consultants  in  the  Fine 
Arts,  Sciences,  Language  Arts,  and  Physical  Outdoor  and  Educa- 
tion areas  will  develop  experience  for  the  cultivation  of  creativity. 
May  be  audited  or  taken  for  undergraduate  or  graduate  credit.

SPEECH  AND  HEARING  CLINIC 
June   10-July   13 

Alabama  College  will  provide  living  accommodations  for  a 
limited  number  of  elementary  and  high  school  students  with 
speech  and  hearing  defects.  The  five-week  clinic  affords  for  these 
students  the  therapy  so  vital  to  them  and,  at  the  same  time,  pro- 
vides opportunity  for  supervised  therapy  training  for  speech  cor- 
rection majors  and  for  observation  to  other  interested  profes- 
sional personnel.
